VIKNTIANE.  I.AOS,  bee.  16  (CPI)— A 
bullet  pierced  the  wall  of  the  U.  S.  Embassy, 
ripping  througli  tlie  amliassadorial  flag  arid 
chipping  tile  frame  holding  a photograph  of 
Secretary  of  State  Cliristian  A.  Herter. 

A screaming  shell  fired  from  a tank  scor- 
ed a direct  liit  ori  the  office  of  U.S.  Embassy 
Counsellor  John  Plolt.  The  office  was  strewn 
with  debris.  The  stuffing  from  one  chair  was 
scattered  over  the  room. 

THAT  WAS  part  of  the  battle  of  V'ient- 
ne. 

For  18  grim  hours,  the  Laotian  Capital 
experienced  fighting  more  bitter  than  it  had 
seen  during  the  drawn  out  Indo-China  War — 
A round-the-clock  see-saw  battle  in  which 
the  fight  was  measured  by  city  blocks  and 
the  main  lanes  of  fire  were  streets  and  allev- 
lys. 

THIS  I’Sl'ALLY  sleepy,  easy-going  city 
was  transformed  Into  a battleground  between 
Laotij^n  ti*oops  who  could  only  l>e  distinguish- 
ed by  the  arm  bands  they  wore.  U’hite  arm- 
bands  for  the  anti-communists,  red  one  for 
the  pro-communists. 

While  machine  guns  rattled  in  the  streets, 
mortar  shells  whistled  overhead  and  heavy 
artillery  pieces  thundered  in  the  distance, 
small  squads  of  soldiers  crept  slowly  through 


deserted  streets,  ferreting  out  jxKikets  of  re- 
sistance and  diving  occasionally  for  cover 
when  a barricaded  group  refused  to  budge. 

FEW  WHO  KNOW  the  I>aotians  could 
have  believed  they  would  ever  fight  like  this, 
only  a few  weeks  ago  people  “in  the  know** 
were  still  telling  foreign  newsmen:  •’Don’t 
be  silly.  Laotians  will  never  fight  Laotians.” 

But  they  were  wrong.  And  there  was  the 
rubble  of  war  to  prove  it. 

MOST  MAJOR  Bril.DINGS  l>ear  scars 
of  the  fighting.  Many  buildings,  such  as  the 
American  and  South  Vietnamese  Embassies, 
were  partially  destroyed  by  fire.  An  ancient 
monument,  “That  Dam  Rot.”  one  of  Vient- 
iane's familiar  sights,  had  its  spire  toi)pled 
by  heavy  mortar  fire  rained  into  that  part 
of  the  city. 

Although  some  of  the  heaviest  shelling 
was  in  the  vicinity  of  the  American.  Embassy, 
Ambassador  Winthrop  Brown  and  his  key 
staff  officers  stayed  on  duty  both  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday  nights. 

TIU'RSD.AY,  .AFTER  the  building  was 
set  afire  »and  an  entire  wing  badly  damaged. 
Brown  ordered  the  evacuation  of  as  many 
Americans  as  possible  from  the  Meaguered 
city,  which  faces  serious  shortages  of  food, 
water  and  ix)wer.

Christmas  trees  were  virtually 
unknown  to  Americans  when 
August  Imgard,  in  1847,  trimmed 
a small  spruce  for  his  nieces  and 
nephews.  But  not  too  many  years 
later,  the  custom  had  spread  to 
the  White  House. 


dent  that  the  proper  cutting  of 
young  evergreens  helps  rather 
than  harms  the  forests.  The 
White  House  has  had  trees  ever 
since. 


FRANKLIN  Pierce  entertained 
guests  with  a yule  tree.  Benja- 
min Harrison  had  what  he  called 
and  “old-fashioned  tree’’  when 
he  played  Santa  for  his  grand- 
children. 


Theodore  Roosevelt  banned 
trees  from  the  White  House  out 
of  concern  for  the  nation’s  for- 
ests. But  his  sons  Archie  and 
Quentin  smuggled  a tree  in  any- 
way. It  took  forester  Gifford 
Pinchot  to  convince  the  Presi- 


HOWEVER,  none  of  the  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  trees  have  reached 
the  stupendous  proportions  of  a 
tree  erected  north  of  Seattle, 
Wash.  It  was  212  feet  high  and 
colored  with  3,500  light  bulbs. 
A helicopter  was  required  to 
trim  the  tree.

The  Carillonic  Bells,  which 
are  heard  throughout  the  city 
of  Provo,  daily  peal  the  spirit 
of  the  “Y”  to  Brigham  Young 
University  students  and  towns- 
people. 

Contrary  to  popular  belief, 
the  beautiful  music  comes  from 
a small  organ  placed  in  a room 
enclosed  with  chicken  wire 
walls.  Some  students  picture  the 
instrument  to  be  a huge  organ 
but  that  is  not  so. 

THE  BELLS  are  located  in  the 
Eyring  Science  Center  and  have 
four  big  speakers '-on  the  roof 
of  the  building  which  broadcast 
the  music  over  the  campus. 

The  hour  chimes,  which  are 
automatically  set,  come  from 
small  strips  of  metal  amplified 
many  times.  At  assembly  . time 
the  bells  can  be  set  to  ring  with- 
out someone  playing  them  with 
the  use  of  automatic  rolls  simi- 
lar to  the  rolls  used  on  player 
pianos.
